Sheridan and the Indians. 

What is Sheridan doing now upon the 
Indian frontier? We have heard little of 
him or his troops since his rose-colored 
report of the Ist ult. upon the subject of 
the Indian troubles. That report seemed 
to indicate wonderful success in all his 
movements. A delegation of an Indian 
tribe or Indian tribes had visited him and 
sued for peace. In begging for peace, they 
named no terms; all that they asked for 
was something to keep their women and 
children from starving to death, He 
seemed to think that his reply to their 
most humble petition was not only merci- 
ful but magnanimous. “I acceded,” he 
says, “to their terms, and fll 
punish them justly.” That is, he doled 
out something for the squaws and chil- 
dren to eat, but didn’f, as we understand 
the matter, let the Indian delegates take 
it to its destination, but retained them as 
prisoners in order that he might punish 
them justly. One would think that when, 
after months of warfare in which both 
sides have undoubtedly committed wrongs, 
an Indidn delegation come in, surrender 
unconditionally and even humbly, and im- 
plore peace in their own behalf and 


_in behalf of the tribe or tribes they 


represent, it would be both human- 
ity and good policy to let them go 
unpunished. But no, Sheridan says 
that he will punish them justly. Their sur- 
render and their entreaties are to be per- 
mitted to have no effect whatever in re- 
lieving them from punishment or in miti- 


' gating its severity. They must be punish- 


ed justly, that is, punished exactly as they 


would be if they had not laid down their

If 
the best testimony is to be believed, the 
most that the hunted Indians have been 
guilty of for some time past has been the 
crime of defending, or trying to defend, 
themselves and their families when at- 
tacked by Sheridan’s subordinate, General 
Custar. For this crime, the crime of not 
permitting their wives and children to be 
slaughtered without resistance, the Indians 
are to be punished justly—justly shot or

Wynkoop, and others say unhesitatingly 
that Custar attacked Black Kettle and his 
Indians not because he thought them hos- 
tile, as they were not, but because his men 
had @arched a long distance and were 
becoming impatient and it was therefore 
necessary to give them a taste of blood. 
Unquestionably some of the Indian tribes 
deserve severe chastisement, but we do 
not think that Sheridan is the proper offi- 
cer to be employed to chastise them. An 
officer, who will not spare one drop of 
blood because an enemy bows himself 
down and surrenders at discretion, is no fit 
officer to be employed against the savages. 
Sheridan, thinking all the time probably 
of his twenty-five mile ride from Shenan- 
doah Courthouse, has an inordinate passion 
for creating sensations.

Rather to my surprise the bill authorizing 


a conventional rate of interest met with an ad- | 


verse report this morning fram the Judiciary 
Committee in the Honse of Representatives. 
The question is fo be considered by the Com- 


mittee of the Whole on Tuesday next, when 
the sense of the House will hardly accord with | 


the committee’s report. Committecs are a 
very necessary institution, but 
present Legislature of Kentucky has 
long since established the precedent 
against taking their reports for law and gos- 
pel. I cannot permit myself to doubt that the 
Legislature will either enact a general conven- 
tional interest bill or the one now before the 
House. Many members, I know, see serious 
objections to the enactment of a general law 
on this subject, and I am willing to give to 
such objections their full weight; but certainly 
none of these apply to the bill asked for by the 
people of Louisville, It cannot be denied that 
the law proposed would have the effect to 
some extent of taking the Kentucky money to 
Louisville that pow seeks inyestmcnt outside 
of the Btate. The question, presented ina nut- 
shell, then, that is to be decided by our Legis- 


lators next Tuesday, is whether they prefer that | 
Kentucky money should find mvestment in | 


Louisville, or Cincinnati, Chicago or New 
York. If the representatives of the people 
prefer a gencral eonventional interest law, 


good; if not it cannot, at least, be doubted | 


that they will give the preference to their 
own commercial metropolis over the towns 
and cities of Northern States.
